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Washington, February 22.—(Special.)— 
president Cleyeland is impressed with the 
idea that the republicans are greatly alarm- 
ej at the prospect of an extra session of 
congress. He is, therefore,’ trying to play 
ypon this to prevent legislation on appro- 
priation pills which do not meet with his 
sel to the threat made through 
some of his friends that he will veto the 
sundry civil bill if it comtains any legisla- 
tion which will restret the issuance of 
bonds, 3 similar threat is being used to 
defeat the Hawaiian cable amendment in 
the consular and diplomatic bill. -The pres- 
jaent is more sensitive about his Howailan 
‘policy than any other matter. Any move- 
ment that looks as if it were aimed toward 
the annexation of Hawaii or which does 
pot accord with the policy which he has 
put in force, immediately excites him. The 
adoption of the cable amendment by the 
senate caused him a good deal of irritation 
and he is now using all his influence to 
prevent the acceptance of the amendment 
py the house. The democrats have been 
given to understand that the president 
would regard the support of this amend- 
ment as an act of unfriendliness toward 
the administration. Those democrats who 
yoted in the house im favor of concurring 
in the amendment, did so with the knowl- 
dige that they were guilty of great offense 
te Mr. Cleveland. 

Mr. Cleveland is now intimating that if 
either the cable amendment or the amend- 
ment stopping his bond issues is adopted, 
he will veto the bills. 

But he would not do it. 

Mr. Cleveland is as much opposed to an 
extra session of comgress as is any mem- 
ber or senator. He has much more to fear 
from an extra session than the republicans 
bave. Should there be one, the first step 
which would be taken by a republican house 
and the anti-administration senate would be 
to begin the investigation into the alleged 
shortcomings and blunderings of the ad- 
ministration. Several very active republi- 
@&i senators are eager for an opportunity 
to disclose, through an investigation step 
by step, all the details of the items of the 
administration policy, an imperfect knowl- 
edge of which has excited general criticism. 
Mr. Cleveland will have to confront this if 
he calls an extra session and the chances 
are decidedly that he will not do so.

Washington’s Birthday Celebrated by the 
Southern Society of New York. 


AN EVERETT ORATOR CF THE NIGHT 


He Undertakes to Lecture Southern 
People, Imitating Hewitt. 


SOME OF HIS TALK IS FOOLISH 


—_——— 


He Sugzests W ork to the South, Which Is 
Taking the New England Industries 
and Besting Herat Her Own Game. 


New York, February 22.—The sons and 
descendants of the sons of fair Dixie gath- 
ered tonignt in the banqueting hall of Sher- 
ry’s to celebrate their ninth anniversary 
and ninth annual dinner, and also to do 
honor to the memory of Washington. The 
company membpers gathered around the 
bounteous board was a truly representa- 
tive one. They were a truly patriotic 
crowd, and every mention of that grand 
hame that had made a nation, and who was 
ason of southern soil, was greeted with the 
wilceSt appiause. The guests were seated 
around. a fiorseshoe-shaped table, from 
whrén (Serebranches a smaller table going 
down -the center of the hall. All about the 
room “Old Glory” was draped, and the 
beauty of the scene was enhanced with 
many growing and flowering plants. 

It was nearly 10 o’clock ,for the mem- 
bers had aallied long over the viands that 
thie president of the society and of the cin- 
ner, Mr. Charles A, Deshon, arose, and, 
in a short address, introduced the first 
speaker of the evening, Hon. William 
Everett, who was to respond to the toast 
“Washington.” Mr. Deshon said that the 
speaker was the son of Edward Everett, 
but that he rested on nis own merits 
rather than on those of his father. 

The remarks of Mr. Everett aroused, at 
times, the greatest enthusiasm, and even 
when the speaker undertook to lecture tne 
members, they, with southern good humor, 
took it good naturedly. ““When Washington 
was going through the rigors of the great 
fight for a nation’s birth,’’ said the speak- 
er, ‘‘men, all New Englanders, stood by him 
through all. One of them was Benjamin 
Lincoln, who defended Savannah with all 
the vigor which a lost cause can be defend- 
ed,, and many of you, gentlemen,” he said, 
“know what it means to fight bravely for a 
lost cause.’’ Continuing, the speaker szid: 

“If there is one thing that could take me 
from the consideration of the deficiency 
bill, it is the dinner of the Southern Society. 
I was brought up in the hereditary bb lief 
that all the states were my home. Whether 
I am in Massachusetts, or Ohio, or in the 
Carolinas, I feel that wherever the union 
exists there my home is. During the first 
tw years of the civil war 1 was in Eng- 
land, and maintatned there that we were 
fighting that we might be one again more 
firmly than ever, and that taking the south 
from the north was like rending a man’s 
right arm from his left while the body was 
quivering in agony. I cannot forget also, 
that when Virginia turned its back on 
Washington, New England stood by him, 
and, at the mention of the name of that 
chieftain, 1 bow my head with reverence 
that I accord to no mortal name.” 

Everett's Advice. 

“In the past year,’’ went on the speaker, 
“you got your little lecture, and you shall 
not escape this year. Your first lesson is 
to be alive to the needs of the hour. Why 
are you so proud of yourancestry? Because 
they attended to the duties of the hour, be- 
cause they knew what was needed, and 
they did what was recuested of them. My 
advice to my southern friends, in and out 
of congress, is, don’t dream, don’t talk cf 
the south or the new south. Don’t talk too 
much of your ancestors, much as they de- 
serve it. Take hold of things as they are. 
Jefferson is dead. Randolph is dead. Sum- 
ter and Morton and the great Washington 
are dead. They went to honored graves, 
ard it is not your business to strew flowers 
on those graves, but to be alive to the duties 
of the hcur. You can doit as did your an- 
cestors of old, if yow only have the tempera. 
ment. P 

“Stick to the union. In the constellation 
are forty-five states. None less then the 
whole forty-five is good for anything, and 
together the forty-five are equal to the 
world. 

‘Beware of party. Party is not a ne- 
cessity of free government. It is a clumsy 
machine to save the people the trouble of 
governing themselves. Practical politics is 
the most impractical thing ever devised. 
You have noticed how party legislation is 
delayed and bandied about and often de- 
feated, while that which is not party legis- 
lation goes through with little delay and 
men are allowed to vote according to their 
own ideas and consciences. Party govern- 
ment is a delusion of which the United 
States ought to be ashamed.”’ 

In conciusion, Mr. Everett said: 

“As Washington was great in war so he 
was great in peace, and as he held together 
the nation in peace so is peace the true 
destiny of our country. Washington has 
been followed in the presidential chair by 
men who are worthy to succeed him and 
who are chosen of the nation. Of the man 
there at present the discontented politicians 
may say.what they please, but he has the 
respect of foreign nations and the confi- 
dence of his own people.’”’ 

There was great cheering at the conclu- 
sion of tlhe adcress and the other speeches 

‘*‘The Empire State’’ was responded to by 
James C. Carter; ‘“‘The Southerner in New 
York,” by Dr. William L. Polk; “‘Southern 
Characteristics,’”’ Rev. J. J. Lafferty; “The 
Journalist in Politics,’’ John Kendrick 
Bangs, and ‘‘The City of New York,” Joe E. 
Hedges. “Dixie,” “Old Folks at Home” 
and the “Old Kentucky Home“ were sung 
with a vim that only the southerner knows 
how to impart to these songs, and when che 
rinth dinner of the Southern Society came 
to an end long after Washington's birthday 
it was voted the most successful in the 
society’s history.

SBARCY TELLS ALL. 


He Says That the Train Robbery Was 
Planned in Washington. 


MORGANFIELD AND HE DID THE JOB 


The Witness Held Up the En- 
gineer and Fireman. 


MURRAY ADMITS HE WAS FRIGHTENED 


His Identification of Morgan fi-ld Is Almost 
Sufficient in Itselt to Convict Him. 
A Sensation Expected Today. 


Stafford Courthouse, Va., February 22.— 
The whole of the morning session of the 
court was taken up in the examination of 
three witnesses. William Washington, fire- 
man of the engine, testified that two men 
held up the train. Both were masked and 
he would not recognize them again. He 
heard several shots fired. The two men 
made him cut the engine loose and went 
off with it. 

Captain Birdsong, conductor, saw only 
three men, one of whom fired a shot in 
the air and ordered him back on the train. 

Percy 8S. Crutchfield, messenger of Adam’s 
Express Company, identified the pouch that 
was carried off and then occurred one of 
the most dramatic incidents of the trial. 
Mr. White, commonwealth attorney, asked: 

“Have you ever seen the man who robbed 
your car since the robbery”’”’ 

Pointing at Morganfield, lying on his 
couch, Crutchfield said: 

“That’s the man—the mar on that cot.” 

“Rising to a sitting position Morganfield 
glared at the witness and said, clearly and 
emphatically: 

“You are a Har.” 

When Crutchfield left the stand court ad- 
journed until the afternoon. 

The afternoon session opened with Harry 
Murray, the express messenger, on the 
stand. Mr. Murray gave a clear and intel- 
ligent, statement of the robbery; freely said 
he was scared, told of his conversation 
with the robber, and of the blowing open of 
the door of the car with dynamite. He 
identified the leather pouches that he had 
cut open by order of the robbers, the pouch 
that was carried off, and positively identi- 
fied Morganfield as the man who was in 
the express car, by his build, general ap- 
pearance and voice. He saw ali of the ap- 
per part of his face and knew he was the 
man. 

On cross examination he described the 
hat Morgan had on as a soft, reddish- 
brown hat, and on redirect examination, 
when Mr. White, the prosecuting attorney, 
tossed him the reddish-brown hat he had 
been swinging in his hand he said it was 


robbery, or one exactly like 7. 
Searcy Drougha In. 

When Mr. White arose, as Murray teft 
the stand, he said he desired to call as a 
witness Charles J. Searcey, who was ocn- 
fined in the Stafford jail and that if nec- 
essary he desired that a habeas corpus ad 
test.ficandum be issued. There was a bustie 
of expectancy. Messrs. Shay and Little 
were on their feet at orce, both obejcting, 
but the judge said the prisoner was in 
charge of the court and ordered him to be 
brought in. Searcey came in in a few 
minutes, leaning on the arm of Sheriff Ken- 
nedy and smoking a cigar. He was dressed 
in a neat, dark suit of serge and was clean 
Shaven. He took the oath and walked on 
the stand without a tremor, 

“What is your name?” asked Mr. White. 

“We obejct to the competency of this 
witness,”’ said Mr. Shay, and then followed 
an argument that Searcey was an accom- 
plice, indicted with Morgan, and, therefore, 
not a competent witness. 

Judge Ashton decided otherwise and Sear- 
cey began his testimony. He said that the 
robbery was planned in Washington; that 
Morganfield and himself robbed the car, 
and that Morganfield went into the car 
while he held up the fireman and engineer. 
He told of the flight; said that he and 
Morganfield bought tickets at Shenandoah— 
he a tick to Cincinnati and Morgantieid 
one to Cumberland, with the understand- 
ing that the tickets were to be changed. 
They went to Cumberland and spent the 
16th of October there. He gave Morganfield 
the ticket to Cincinnati and Morganfield 
left him and went on to Cincinnati. 

Here the court adjourned. Some sensa- 
tional testimony is expected tomorrow 
when Searcey resumes the stand. 

WORK OF WRECKERS. 
A Passenger Train Runs Into an 
Open Switch. 

New Orleans, February 22.—The San An- 
tonio express, on the Southern Pacific, 
westbound, ran into an open switch last 
night near Franklin, La. The engine left 
the track and turned over. Fireman: Don- 
nelly was scalded to death, and Engineer 
Devoe was badly hurt. The passengers 
were shaken up, but no one was injured. 
An examination of the switch showed 
that the lock and chain had been broken, 
and that the accident was the work of 
wreckers. They have not yet been caught. 
There is no clue to their identity. 


BURGLARS IN A BANK. 
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They Succeed in Getting Away with 
Over a Thousand Dollars. 

Waterbury, Conn., February 22.—At 1:20 
o’clock this morning the Thomaston Sav- 
ings bank was robbed by three burglars. 
They entered the building, and, with the 
use of dynamite, blew open the outside safe, 
ruining it. They got away with $2,000, drop- 
ped 3900 1n coin in one place, $100 in another 
and $50 in a third place, leaving, $960 in 
their possession. 

The money was partly in deposit boxes, 
belonging ‘to patrons of the institution. 
Watchman Trott, of the Seth Thomas Clock 
Company, saw the men about 1 o'clock 
He called up the residence of Mr. Brad- 
-street, who is connected with the factory 
by private ‘phone. Mr. Bradstreet notified 
W. T. Woodruff. Mr. Woodruff and Brad- 
street together, Mr. Lennon, of Thomaston, 
and another Mr. Bradstreet, of Meriden, 
hastily went toward the bank. The explo- 
sion had been heard about ten minutes be- 
fore they arrived. One of the burglars 
was standing near the window of the bank 
on the outside of the building. Another was 
standing over at the corner of the elock 
shop. The third one was inside. When the 
rour men approached one of the burglars 
ordered him to hold up their hands. They 
retreated, as they were not armed. The 
third burglar came out of the bank, and the 
three with their booty crossed the bridge 
and started afoot down the track of the 
Naugautuck railroad toward Waterbury. 
At 3 o’clock this morning the Thomaston 
people organized a party for pursuit, which 
so far has been unsuccessful. It is thought 
the men had a team waiting in the road 


down the track. Cashier Frank Roberts, 


the hat Morganfield had on the night of the

of the Thomaston bank, said this afternoon 


that the burglars secured about $1,000 in 
cash and a package of bonds, the aggre- 
gate value of which would be about $600.

Chattanooga, Tenn., February 22.—(Spe- 
cial.)—A three-handed row, which occurred 
in the stockyards this morning, wilh prob- 
ably result in the death of John Morgan, 
of LaFayctte, Ga. Morgan came to town 
in company with C. C. Ware and Bob 
Ware, brothers. The men came with a 
drove of cattle and when they had sold 
them, proceeded to get drunk and succeeded 
admirably. A dispute arose and the fight 
toHowed. One of the Wares hit Morgan 
with a board, crushing the skull and break- 
ing the eyeball. Morgan fell in his tracks 
ard the two Wares jumped on their horses 
and galloped away. 


COLORADO SENATORS FIGHT. 


A Disgraceful Scene in the State Sen- 
ate Chamber. 

Denver, Col., February 22.—A disgraceful 
row occurred in the state senate today, 
Senator Mills, in the course of debate, 
called Senator Peace a liar. Mills then 
threw a paper weight at Peace and the 
senators clinchell and fought viciously, 
The result was four black eyes and a live- 
ly flow of blood. The contestants were 
finally separated. The senate ordered an 
investigation of the fracas and adjourned. 


BUERNING AT HOT SPRINGS. 


Three Lives Lost and Twenty-Eight 
Buildings Destroyed. 

Hot Springs, Ark,, February 22.—Fire 
broke out in the Ledgerwood bakery, on 
Ouachita avenue, at 4 o’clock a, m. It is 
in the southern part of the city, where 
boarding houses abound and in an hour 
three women had been burned to death, 
six boarding houses, several storehouses 
and fifteen cottages, in all worth $200,000, 
had been swept away. The dead are:

Mr. and Mrs. G. H. Brownson, of Ma- 
con, Mo,; Mrs, Peacock and others were 
injured, but none dangerously. 

A strong wind fanned the flames, but 
prevented them from moving in the direc- 
tion of the big hotels and bathhouses. The 
streets covered by the fire were Ouachita, 
where it originated; Sealey, Malvern, 
Woodbine and Orange, The Ledgerwood 
bakery was a frame building, in the sec- 
ond story of which Sirs, Scammon had fur- 
nished apartments, 

Charles Ledgerwood first saw the flames, 
and in his efforts to extinguish them neg- 
lected to warn the people in the neighbor- 
hood. Nothing was heard of Mrs. Scam- 
mon until the firé was over, when her 
bones were found in the ashes of her 
house, 

Mrs. McLeod was a guest of the LaClede 
boarding house, She was aroused, and 
with her husband started out of the house, 
but before reaching the door remembered 
some jewelry, and returned for it, against 
the advice of her husband, When she 
started back she found her way blocked 
by the flames, Her husband tried to reach 
her, and almost lost his life in the effort. 
She endeavored to rush through the itames, 
but fell down in the midst of them and 


' perished, 


The remains of the colored woman were 
found in a partly saved room in the same 


house. 

Mr. and Mrs. Brownson, of Missouri, had 
a thrilling escape, They lived on the thirc 
floor of the Ouachita boarding house, and 
when aroused found the house wrapped in 
flames, Escape by the stairway was cut 
off. They rushed to the windows and cried 
to the people below for help, but none could 
be given them, Mrs, Brownson tied several 
sheets and blankets together, making a 
rope long enough to reach to the window 
below. They went down, entered the scc- 
ond floor window and escaped by a back 
stairway. When her husband reached tne 
second floor the stairway was blocked by 
the flames and he had to jump, He re- 
ceived several bruises and the woman was 
badly lacerated in sliding down the rope.

and building, $12,000; H. M. Hudgins’s res- 
idence, $10,000, 

Three hundred men, women and children 
were driven to other quarters for lodging, 
and most of them lost all their ciothing.

Have Been “Buncoed Out of 
Millions and Millions.” 


The New York World, to hand yesterday 
contains a startling story of the develop- 
ment and culmination of the bond deal: 

A summary of the story, which occupies 
the first and nearly the whole of the sec- 
ond page of The World, is as follows: 

The World’s Exposures. 

“The transactions yesterday in Wall 
street bear out to the uttermost letter the 
repeated assertion of The World that the 
government has suffered itself to be bun- 
coed out of millions of dollars by a clever 
lot of sharp financial speculators. 

“Every day adds to the infamy of the 
transaction. : 

“Every day brings out in sharp outline 
the verdancy of the government officials 
who went into secret session with money 
changing experts of the highest grade and 
came out of the conferences millions of 
dollars behind. 

“The more the bond deal is studied the 
more incompetent appear the government 
officials who could sit by and listen to the 
argument of the bagkers and then in all 
simplicity attach their binding signatures 
- any such contract as that of February 
th. 

“It would be more than interesting to 
have the whole story of that deal laid bare, 
as a warning, if nothing more. It is the 
duty of Messrs. Cleveland, Carlisle and 


| Custis to say to the taxpayers who have 


been mulcted to the tune of millions just 
why such a one-sided contract was made. 

“Mr. Cleveland has been a Wall street 
lawyer. He was in a position to know, by 
inquiry of honest, responsible men, just 
what a United States bond of the sort he 
proposed to issue was worth here anr 
abroad. It was his sworn duty to get this 
information, if as an American citizen of 
ordinary intelligence, he didn’t already pos- 
sess it. He evidently did not post himself, 
or, if he did, he cravenly sunrendered the 
good name and credit of his country to a 
freebooter in finance, a man who is in his 
business for all there is in it and whose 
policy has been for years to find a weak 
spot in a corporation and then squeeze it 
for all it is worth. 

“For two years Wall street, irrespective 
of political faith, has flung every epithet of 
disgust and disdain at the fashion in which 
the department of finance of the national 
government was carried on, but J. Pierpont 
Morgan did not waste his time in epithets. 
He saw his opportunity and scooped in a 
Monte Cristo pile. 

“A stroller down Wall street yesterday 
shortly after noon might have seen Mr. 
Morgan come from the big door of the sub- 
treasury and proceed to gingerly tread his 
wuy down the broad steps. George Wash- 
ington was by his side in mute bronze. 

“But Mr. Morgan was not posing on the 
treasury step. He had under his arm a 
neat little package tied about with tape, 
and in that innocent bit of a bundle, which 
might be taken for a pound of bon-bons, 
was tied up $1,123,000 in United States green- 
backs. So vigorously active had been those 
who had been permitted by Mr. Morgan to 
deposit gold that they might be accorded 
bonds at the very satisfactory figures of 
112% that they had rushed in this more 
than a million overplus. ' 

“Mr. Morgan had gone over to find out 
just where be stood. He found this over- 
payment. 

“An hour or two before Mr. Morgan stood 
in his office and saw the farce of a public 
subscription to the bonds played right be- 
fore his eyes. 

“He stood with hands in pockets and 
eyés which twtnkled as they do when he is 
telling a good story, and for twenty-two 
minutes let the farce proceed. 

‘“Those twenty-two were tell-tale minutes, 
That loan of sixty-odd millions was taken 
over and over again each two minutes by 
eager bidders. 

**“Enough for the green American public to 
krow that. it had let go at 14 what these 
scramblera were taking at 112 and which at 
another scramble wfll be gobbled up at 113 
or better! 

“Over in the subtreasury the seventy- 
seven receipts for batches of gold deposited 
include about fifty depositors. They have 
turned in $15,225,874.75, which is the sum so 
far actually in the grip of the New York 
subtreasury on behalf of the bond buyers 
and credited te them, though the actual 
deposits on the current basis of legal tender 
is $15,910,220.20. 

“The difference between these two sums 
represents the premium the syndicate is 
paying or the difference between $17.80 and 
$18.60 an ounce. 

“There was an even greater rush in Lon- 
don to get the bonds offered there under @ 
similar circular to that published here. 
There, as here, the public letting was a 
farce, as was proved by the fact that nota 
day was given for the circular to reach the 
subscribing public. 

“In London two hours were taken up in 
doing in a slow, lumbering British fashion 
what was done here in twenty-two minutes 
of valuable American time. 

“False and ridiculous as these public sub- 
scriptions of yesterday were to those in- 
formed of the true inwardness of affairs, 
they served as nothing else could to rip 
off the hollow mask with which the admin- 
istration has striven to hide the iniquity of 
its part in that disgraceful contract of Feb- 
ruary 8, 1895. 

If at that time, or just before the treasury 
was on the edge of the precipice of suspen- 
sion which Senator Gray has deciared on 
behalf of the administration to be the fact, 
the simple announcement that a 4 per cent 
thirty-year coin bond would be solid would 
have put an instant stoppage on gold with- 
drawals. 

“Gold would have rushed out from every 
one of its hoarding and hiding places the 
country over, just as it) has at the beck 
of Mr. Morgan, and the same injunctions 
that he put upon his subordinates that they 
should not hurry to the government vaults 
for their gold would have been equally 
potent in compelling the observance by the 
public at large of the ‘hands off rule, se 
far as the reserve gold was concerneed. 

“it was not a success because it was 
peddled out of a Morgan basket or a Roths- 
child gripsack. They endarsed nothing. It 
would have been an insult to America if 
they had. 

“The bonds could have been sent over 
under a frank post free and the coin—less 
than 300 tons of it—could have been brought 
over free on a White squadron cruiser! 

“But no! That would have been too sen- 
sible a deal for the present financial admin- 
istration of the country.

S'TETSON ALWAYS NEAR CLEVELAND 


The Lawyer Who Drew the Contract 
uot Jnke Sharp's Plans Through. 
Continuing The World says: “If you will 

go back to the trial of Jake Sharp for brib- 

ing the New York board of aldermen of 1884 

you will find that more than ten years ago 

the voice of Francis Lynde Stetson was a 

Bweet persuasion of Grover Cleveland. 

“For thirty. years Jake Sharp had been 
busy at Albany trying to get a bill through 
the legislature permitting a railroad down 
Broadway in place of the old stage line. 
At last he got hold of a legislature tnat 
was to his fancy, and proceeded to lay siege 
to it with all the arguments, legal and 
financial, his great resources could com- 
mand. 

“Mr. Stetson was retained, partly because 
he was clever. at argument and partly be- 
cause he: was a friend of Grover Cleve- 
land, then governor of the state, and wield- 
ing a veto pom*ref waich Sharp was justly 
much afraid. 

“The bill permitting a railroad down 
Broadway passed the legislature late in 
April, and, after a hearing, at which Mr. 
Stetson spoke for the Sharp interests, got 
Governor Cleveland's signature early in 
May. As soon as fi was passed Sharp laid 
the plans which finally landed him in the 
penitentiary. 

“It was Friday, June 17, 1887, that Mr. 
Francis Lynde Stetson gave his testimony. 
Hiere is what he said: 

“*My connection with the matter (the 


Broadway franchise) began March 31, 1893, 
when I received a note from John M. | 
Scribner, in reply to which I went to the | 


otfice of tobinson, Scribner & Bright. 


Sharp, Foshay, Kerr and Richmond were | 


there. Foshay, Keer and Richmond were 
Sharp’s lieutenanis. Mr. Scribner then re- 
tained me to go to Albany to appear before 
the legisiative committee in the matter of 
the general surtace railroad bill. 

“I did appear and got the committee to 
strike Out the clause absolutely excepting 
Broadway from the bill and put in a prov:i- 
sion that the franchise for a road on Broad- 
way might be solid at public auction. I had 
made it a condition of my retainer that I 
would aid To such Dill unless there was in 


it a provision for compensation to the city | 


for the franchise. Somewhere in its pas- 
Sage thé clause excluding Broadway was 
put back finiv the bill. 

“When it came wefore the governe- 
or (Cleveland), l appeared and argued 
that he ovght tv vetu it, because it 
was not 2 general bill. And it was 
vetoed. 


“In my argument I told the governor | 


that if the bill were vetoed I would pledge 
myself that those whem I represented 
would at the earliest possible moment pre- 
pare a bi'l which should really be general. 
It was ‘in accordance with this pledge that 
in the latter part of 1883 I told Mr. Scribner 
that i thought that pledge ought to be képt. 
A few days afterwards Mr. Sharp brought 
me the draft of the bill and retained me to 
support it 

“ ‘Sh.iap brougat mea in December, 1883, a 
copy of 4 geéenerai suv*ate railroad law pro- 
posed to be iweeetuced. 2 was retained by 
Mr. Sharp. 

‘After Being retained I drafted the pro- 
posed law and took it to Albany, where I 
laid it before Governor Cleveland, by whom 
it was referred to the railhvad commission. 

“*That body drafted the new bill, into 
which it incorporated some of the points in 
mine. It was introduced in the senate and 
passed.’ 

“It was this bill which recefved Mr. 
Cleveland's signature. It was this bill for 
which Sharp had been disgracefully lobby- 
ing for years. It was this bill which paved 
the way tor the scandalous bribery of the 
board of aldermen and the practically giv- 
ing away of the city’s valuable rights in 
public transportation on Broadway. This 
dill, so cunningly devised, was one of the 
steps, in fact the chief step, in Sharp’s deep 
plot to rob New York city.”

gied Banner,” and it seemed as if nothing

He began his.speech in a mirthful vein, 
by alluding to the fact that Georgia pro- 
duced only one woman during ihe days of 
the revolution, His authority for this state- 
ment was the history of the south that re- 
corded the existence of only one woman 
and that one, Naney Hart. He gave a 
thrilling account of her brave exploit in the 
capture of five British prisoners, stating 
that she was six feet tall, red headed und 
cross eyed. This provoked no small arvount 
of laughter. 

Mr, Colville referred to the obscurity of 
méeny southern battles that were more sig- 
nificent than those of the north, The peo- 
ple of the south, however, in the languaze 
of Mr. Lamar, ‘‘were too busy making his- 
tory to write about it.” 

Among other things Mr. Colville said: 


“I was ambitious to make this, the first | 


address you have had, memorable for col- 
lected information about the women of 
the revolution, but I could not give the 
time for the investigation necessary.

Mr. Colville appealed to the Daughters of 
the Revolution to preserve the relics of 
the past as the material that would be 
used in after years by the historian. He 
eulogized the fame of Washington and 
paid a glowing tribute to the virtues that 
chacacterized the men and women of the 
revolution. The speech of ‘Mr. Colville will 
be printed and preserved in the archives of 
the association. 

The Atlanta chapter of the Daughters of 
the Revolution is the oldest in the United 
tates, having been organized thirty min- 
utes before the New York chapter. Mrs. 
Byers, the able historian, was the first 
daughter of the revolution to receive a 
certificate of membership.

Chicago, February 22.— Washington's 
birthday was generally observed here to- 
day. Banks, courts, the board of trade, 
stock exchange «nd city and qounty 
offices were closed. At all the public 
schools appropriate exercises were held un- 
der the auspices of the Union League Club. 
Many patriotic and other societies also 
celebrated the day by holding commemora- 
tive exercises. The most important celebra- 
tion, however, was held at the auditorium 
this afternoon, ander the auspices of the 
Union League Club, at which Archbishop 
Ireland was the orator of the day. 

Holiday in New York. 

New York, February 22.-—-Washington’s 
birthday is .being observed today as gen- 
erally and with as much spirit as usual 
in this city.

Ar Amendment to the Sundry Civil 
Appropriation Bill 

Washington, February 22,—Senator Black- 
burn today, by direction of the majority of 
the committee on appropriations, offered 
an amendment to the sundry civil appropri- 
ation bill which provides for the payment 
of the sugar bounty claimed to be. due by 
the domestic sugar growers. 

It provides that there shall be paid by 
the secretary of the treasury to these pro- 
ducers and manufacturers of sugar in the 
United States from maple sap, beets, sor- 
ghum or sugarcane, grown in the United 
States, who complied with the provisions 
of the bounty law, as contained in schedule 
E of the tariff act of 1890, a bounty of 2 
cents a pound on all sugars testing not 
less than 90 degrees by the polariscope, and 
1% cents per pound on all sugars testing 
more than 90 and not less than 80 degrees, 
manufactured and produced by them pre- 
vious to August 28, 1894, and upon which 
no bounty has previously been paid, and 
for this purpose the sum of $238,289 is ap- 
propriated. 

That there shall be paid to those produ- 
cers who complied with the McKinley 
bounty law by filing application for license 
and the bond required, prior to July 1, 1894, 
and who would have been entitled to re- 
ceive a license, a bounty of eight-tenths of 
a cent a pound an the sugars actually man-

| ufactured and produced in the United 


States, testing not less than 80 degrees, 
during the period of the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1895, comprised in the period com- 
mencing August 28, 184, and ending June 
30, 18%. and for this purpose $6,000,000 is 
appropriated, The usual precautions are 
taken to protect the government and the 
bounty is to be paid only upon proof sat- 
isfactory to the commissioner. After pro- 
viding for the details in connection with 
the payment of the bounty the amendment 
concludes with a provision that any person 
not entitled to the bounty who shall, with 


intent to defraud, apply for or receive the 
same shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and upon conviction be fined not exceeding 
$5,000, or imprisoned not exceeding lve 
years, ¢ hotn

THE DAY IN THE HOUSE. 


Occupied Most of the Time. 

Washington, February 22.—The house to- 
day observed Washington's birthday by 
meeting an hour earlier than usual. At ll 
o’clock, when Chaplain Bagby invoked the 
divine blessing, there were about a score 
of members present, but this attendance 
was rapidly increased, and while business 
was being considered, under requests for 
unanimous consent, probably one hundred 
were in their seats on the floor. 

The senate concurrent resolution express- 
ing the gratification of congress at the 
high honors paid the late Minister Gray 
by the government of Mexico, was laid be- 
fore the house and agreed to, 

Mr. Martin, democrat, of Indiana, asked 
unanimous consent that the rule adjourn- 
ing the Friday night pension sessions at 
10:30 o'clock be so modified for tonight as 
to fix the hour at. 12 o’clock. He said 
there was a large number of senate bills 
on the calendar that had not been acted 
on, and wanted the extension of time in 
which to consider them. 

Mr. Jones, democrat, of Virginia, ob- 
jected. 

The house, in committee of the whole, 
resumed consideration of the general de- 
ficiency appropriation bill for the current 


year. The bill had not been disposed of 


at 5 o’clock when, under the rule, a recess 
was taken until 8 o'clock. 

There were two matters which gave rise 
to extended debate. The first was the 
paragraph appropriating $140,000 to be paid 
by the -attornéy general for expenses in 
enforcing the orders of United States 
courts for the protection of property in 
the hands of receivers during the railroad 
strikes last summer. This was antagon- 
ized by Messrs. Livingston and Boatner, 
and criticised by Mr. Breckinridge, in 
charge of the bill, and advocated by 
Messrs, Cagnon, repubiican, of Illinois; 
Henderson, republican, of Iowa, and Mr. 
Sayers. An amendment was agreed to on 
motion of Mr. Baker, republican, of New 
Hampshire, directing the attorney gen- 
eral to report in detail to congress the dis- 
bursements under the appropriation, ard 
in that form the item remained in the DM. 

The other matter was a proposition to 
pay W. Jasper Blackburn salary as & rep- 
resentative from a Louisiana district from 
March 4, 1867, to April 16, 1868. This led 
to a long discussion on a point of order 
as to whether or not a vacancy existed in 
the district for that period, inasmuch as 
the state was not given representation in 
congress under the reconstruction act un- 
til the latter date. The amendment was 
ruled out. 

There was considerable discusston in the 
course of the session, also, regarding the 
policy of paying certain employes of the 
house for extra and special services over 


and above the salaries fixed. Mr. Cannon, | 


republican, of Illinois, took the ground 
that if it were necessary or desirable to 
make these appropriations in order to 
equalize the salaries of these employes of 
the house, who, he said, were the best 
paid men in government employ, except 
the employes of the senate, the house 
should take a day or two and rearrang 
the whole list. 

Before taking the recess at 5 o’clock the 
house passed the senate bill postponing, at 
the request of Great Britain, the enforce- 
ment of the international regulations of 
August, 1890, to prevent collisions at sea. 

At 8 o’clock the house reassembled for 
a session of two and one-half hours, to be 
devoted to the consideration of private 
pension bills.

ties and the character of the Georgia 
Southern and Florida road. In their judg- 
ment it would be inopportune to sell the

The Marksmen Fired Over Both 200 and 
500-Yard Ranges-The Guards Will 
Give Them a Reception. 


Savannah, Ga., February 22.—The picked 
rifle team from the Georgia Hussars, troop 
A, First regiment Georgia cavalry, won 
the match shot with the New Jersey 
Guardsmen today by 41 points. The match 
was shot at Wormsloe, a suburb of Sa- 
vannah, the country home of Mr. G. W. 
Derenne, who royally tntertained the Hus- 
Sars and their guests from New Jersey. 
The riflemen went on the ranges about 
12:30 o’clock and finished the shoot about 
4 o’clock in the afternoon. 

Ten shots were fired by each man, both 
at the 200 and 500-yard ranges. The ranges 
were entirely new to both contesting 
teams.

CAUSES OF DEPRESSION. 


Report of the Senate Committee on 
Agriculture, 

Washington,February 22.—Senator George, 
chairman of the senate committee on azgri- 
culture, has made a report to the senate on 
the condition of the cotton crop, the causes 
for existing depression and the remedies 
that should be applied. The investigation 
was made under authority of a senate res- 
olution of April 19, 1892. The cotton report 
is divided into five parts, the first being de- 
voted to the financial condition of the pro- 
ducers of cotton, from which it appears, 
first, that generaily the financial condi- 
tion of the farmers is bad, a very large 
percentage insolvent, and that very few 
indeed are substantially increasing in the 
possession of property. Second, that with 
the prices orevailing in the vears 15821, 1892 
and 1893, in nearly every part of the cotton 
producing region the cost of producwon 
eqvaled, if it did not exceed, the value of 
the cotton raised. The resuit has been to 
produce widespread discontent among cot- 
ton producers, and a disposMion to discredit 
their old time conservative methods and to 
induce a too ready acceptance of plausible 
theories for relief, 

With regard to the causes of the low 
prices the report says: 

“It is conceded that the obvious, appar- 
ent and proximate cuuse ‘s overproduction, 
Since, in the main, with deviations produc- 
ed by abnormal.conditions, the price is reg- 
wiated by supply and demand—a fu!l supply 
with relatively diminished demand, bring- 
ing low prices and a great and active de- 
mand with diminished supply, bringing 
higher prices—where there is an annual in- 
creasing supply there ought also, to be, to 
maintain prices, an annual increasing de- 
mand.’’ 

Statistics are produced to overthow the 
theory of overproduction being the cause 
of the low prices, the surplus in America 
and Europe being less than in 1860. Con- 
cluding this part of the report the commit- 
tee says: 

“It is the effective wants of the ultimate 
consumer which fixes the amount of de- 
mand for the raw cotton, If there was n= 
a cotton factory in the United States and 
foreign cotton manufacturers were admit- 
ted free of duty and sold at a cost no high- 
er than is now charged for cotton goods, 
there would not be one pound less consum- 
ed in the United States than at present. If 
such goods were admitted at a lower price 
consumption would be advanced. So that 
the real effective home market for the raw 
cotton, wherever manufactured, is in the 
consumptive power of the people, Who- 
ever takes the cotton from the farmers 
and gives it in a manufactured state to the 
consumers at the lowest added cost, is a 
beneficial agent, both to the consumer and 
producer, by increasing consumption and 
preventing a surplus. Whoever and what- 
ever increases this additional intermediate 
charge reduces consumption and injures 
both producer and consumer.” 

Dealing in “Futures.” 

The extent to which dealing in futures 
has attained in late years is also set as 
another cause contributing to low prices. 
Much testimony on this subject was taken 
by the committee. An elaborate argument 
is made to show the power of congress to 
deal with this subject and control or sup- 
press it. Having established this fact to its 
own s&atisfaction, the committee’s report 
continues: 

“It would seem to require no argument 
to show the propriety of the exercise of the 
power, if only the result would be to re- 
store to the public at large the free and un- 
trammeled right of buying and selling, and 
thus destroy an illegal monopoly (cotton 
exchange) confined to the members of two 
corporations and to the membership of 
which only a few can be admitted, and 
these only by the selection of the corpora- 
tions themselves. Two-thirds of the cotton 
crop is exported, This exportation plays a 
most important part in the regulation of 
our foreign exchanges and contributes very 
largely to the maintenance of our financial 
system of securing to us favorable ex- 
changes, The higher, therefore, the price 
of the export, the greater the value of our 
foreign trade in bringing larger wealth to 
our country. In this view it is the mani- 
fest interest of the whole country that all 
arrangements, customs of trade, which artl- 
ficially depress the price of cotton, should 
be abolished, Cotton raising is the princi- 
pal business of at least nine states, the 
people of which are, in the main, from 
many causes, unable to change to other 
business for many years to come, To these 
people specially—shown by the evidence we 
report to be in bad financial plight—it is 
a high duty of the common government of 
the whole country that it shall use its pow- 


and | 


ers to prevent depression in the prices of 
their great staple by the tricks, devices and 
artifices of gamblers in human labor, as we 
have shown these dealers to be.”’ 

The committee concludes this part of its 
report by stating its conviction to be that 
whilst these dealings in futures cannot, for 
any long period, control absolutely ihe price 
of cotton, independent of th2 supply and de- 
mand, yet they clearly, sometimes abnor- 
mally, produce too low prices, as well as 
high prices as is admitted by their advo- 
cates, for a temporary period. But gener- 
ally they depress, to a considerable extent, 
prices, and that congress not only has the 
power to abolish them, but is in duty 
bound to do so. 

Under part 4, the demonetization of silver 
is discussed, this being a cause for the low 
price of cotton in the. estimation of the 
committee, as more potent than any. There 
are many printed pages of arguments in fa- 
vor of the rehabilitation of silver and the 
prevention, thereby, of falling prices by the 
opposition of gold. The committee also 
finds that the importation of gold from Eu- 
rope, other than by the regular commercial 
methods, tends to depress the price of cot- 
ton as it lessens the amount @f money in 
the market which fixes the price of cot- 
ton. 

Remonetization of Stiver the Reniedy 

The report concludes with a division de- 
voted to remedial legislation. The conclus- 
ions reached by Mr, George, chairman of 
the committee, are non-concurred in by his 
republican associates, His great remedy is 
the remonetization of silver, but he admits 
that there is no immediate prospect for its 
realization. 

Other remedies suggested by the report 
are the repeal of the duty on cotton manu- 
facturing machinery, and especially spin- 
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ning machinery, the accomplishment of 
which the report admits, is unlikely, 

After viewing all sides of the question the 
report says that it will be found impossible 
to forecast with certainty the future in all 
phases of the cotton problem; but it seems 
that the following muy be relied on with 
some confidence: 

“1. Considering soil ani climate, in- 
dusiry and skill of the people, the American 
cotton raiser has the advantage over all 
others and in the sharp competition in the 
future he will be the most successful. 

“2. That as the old high Erices 
are not to be expected the American cotton 
raisers may so generally diversify their 
crops with others suited to the soil and 
climate as to supply most of their wants 
and to that extent secure to themselves 
immunity from the evils of low prices, 

‘3. Such divers:tication would tend 
to the prosperity of cotton farmers in that 
it will facilitate the change now absolutely 
necessary, from the expensive system of 
credit, whereby supplies purchased will be 
cheaper and the pressure coming from debt 
to sell on a low market will be lessened. 

‘4. That if general prices shal con- 
tinue low after the change to low prices 
shall become permanent, and after the dis- 
tress coming from falling prices shall, ina 
measure pass away, those who have es- 
caped ruin or who shall be relieved by a 
settlement of their old debts, may adjust 
themselves to those conditions and have a 
new prosperity.”

POPULIST PRESS. 


Meeting of the Association at Kansas 
City. 

Kansas City, Mo., February 22.—What was 
probably the first gun in the inevitable bat- 
tle between the new third od2arty being 
formed in Washington and the straightout 
populists was fired here today when the 
fourth annual meeting of the National Re- 
form Press Association began in the Cen- 
tropolis hotel. The association is formed of 
the editors of the populist papers in the 
United States. Representatives of 1,500 
papers are at the meeting. A dozen of 
them are women. 

The trouble started when Mr. <lairborne, 
of Kansas, in a brief speezn upon “How 
Can We Get Reliable Telegraphic News In- 
dependent of the Monopolistic, Plutocratic 
Press Association,’’ reflected upon the hon- 
esty of H. F. Taubeneck, chairman of the 
national populist committee. The speaker 
was applauded. This presages the fight 
which is sure to come before the meeting 
adjourns between the friends and enemies 
of Taubeneck. 

Some of the leaders of the populist party, 
among them Dr. 8S. M. McLallin, cditor of 
The Topeka Advocate, accused Taubenceck 
of designing to betray the populist party 
into the hands of a new third party, called 
the silver party. Taubeneck is also accused 
of wanting to sidetrack the old Omaha plat- 
form, on which the populist party has 
fought, and substitute a silver platform. 

The association decided to establish a new 
daily paper in this city, to be the national 
organ of populism. The paper will be under 
the editorial management of Paul J. Dixon, 
of The Missouri World, of Chilicothe, Mo., 
and the plate service and syndicate letters 


sued from here. It is intended to continue 
the publication of The National Reformer, 
now the organ of the association, and Mor- 
gan's buzz saw in this city. The convention 
will, undoubtedly, pass a resolution provid- 
ing for the moving of the national head- 
quarters from Washington to some western 
city. This was agreed upon by the execu- 
tive committee and leaders in a caucus of 
the association this morning. Kansas City, 
Omaha, Topeka and St. Joseph are candi- 
dates. A bureau of information will be 
established in Washington. 

The chief point of discussion is the posi- 
tion in which the silver question should be 
placed in the platform next year. Many are 
in favor of making silver the only issue of 
the party in the next campaign. The asso- 
ciation, however, will probably insist upon 
the entire Omaha platform. ‘Taubeneck, 
Weaver and others are in favor of confining 
@®. 4ssues to the silver proposition in defer- 
ence to the proposed silver paity, now being 
formed among Washington senators and 
representatives, and claim to be assured 
of the abandonment of the old parties by 
over 150 representatives and senators in 


congress.

Baking Powder, 
DISCUSSED LIBEL LAWS. 


Last Day’s Proceedings of American 
Newspaper Publishers. 

New York, February 22.—The American 
Newspaper Publishers’ Association met 
again today at the Hotel Brunswick. It 
was the third and last day of the publish- 
ers’ annus. convention. The morning was 
spent in the discussion of business affairs 
relating to the organization. The mecting 
v.as held with closed doors and it was said 
that there was nothing of public tnterest 
done. At the afternoon session the existing 
libel laws of the several states were discuss- 
ed behind closed doors.

Those who have condoned the treachery 
of the present leaders of the party, or 
who have assisted in the repudiation 
of the pledges made to the people, must 
be sent to the rear to repent at leisure 
and to recover their lost affection for 
political honesty.

Inu another place we print an editorial 
article from The Butler Herald in re- 
gard to the attitude of The Constitu- 
tion toward the party and the people.

The Central Pacific Railroad. 

The Reilly bill, now pending in con- 
étess, providing for the settlement of 
the relations between the government 
and the Central Pacific railroad, is one 
which relates to a subject upon which 
congress should act. 

The denunciation of the Pacific rail- 
road developers, which now prevails, 
has not always existed. In the days 
When California had to be reached 
around the Horn, or across the isthmus, 
transportation for the government and 
the people was very expensive. When 
the proposition was made by certain 
Capitalists to pierce the vast wilderness 
west of St. Louis to San Francisco with 
a railroad, their undertaking was ap- 
plauded by men who did not hesitate to 
say that they doubted their sanity. in 
time, However, pluck triumphed and 
three railroads united the east with the 
Pacifie slope. 

It was then that people, who refused 
to risk in these ventures, discovered

pretty good thing of it. From that pe- 
riod dates the attacks which have been 
made upon the different Pacific railroad 
stockholders. 

The Constitution takes no side in ‘the 
claims of these stockholders further 
than to say that they should be dealt 
With on terms of equity; that their case 
should be heard, and that congress 
should act thereon with a full sense of 
their duty to their constituents and the 
accepted principles of business probity. 


The Late Bond Sale. 

It is doubtful if ever a president of 
the United States was subjected to the 
criticism which is just now being vis- 
ited upon Mr. Cleveland because of his 
“backroom dicker” with the New York 
bankers, through which the people of 
the United States have lost millions of 
money, 

Elsewhere will be found an outline of 
the scathing review of this transaction 
printed by The New York World. It 
must be remembered in order to under- 
stand the importance of this article, 
that The World was a personal organ of 
Mr. Cleveland’s and surported his policy 
vigorously; that it is a New York paper, 
and, therefore, surrounded by the influ- 
ences of Wall street, and that it has 
bitterly opposed those who have been 
fighting for a more liberal currency. 
When such a paper as this comes out 
in such strong terms, it is but an evi- 
dence of the enormity of the provoking 
‘ause. 

“There are,” says The World, edito- 
rially, “but three explanations of Mr. 
Cleveland's conduct. Either (1) the 
president was willing to favor old clients 
and their counsel, his former partner; 
or (2) in anger at congress for not grant- 
ing authority to the treasury to protect 
the gold reserve, he was determined to 
give it ‘an object lesson’ on the cost- 
liness of itsvefrsal, even at the expense 
of the taxpayers; or (3) he was.bun- 
coed—-that is, deceived as to the price 
he would have to pay for gold. Possibly 
all three of these reasons operated.’ 

Even The New York Herald, whose 
peculiar position is so well Known, is 
moved to say that “ii is, however, not 
the government, but the syndicate, that 
is now selling the bonds and profiting 
by the enormous advance op. the price 
at which the treasury disposed of them. 
It is argued that services to be rendered 
fairly entitle the syndicate to these 
phenomenal gains, and some of. the 
least judicious in its entourage go so 
far as to assert that it is the quasi-en- 
dorsement of the big bankers alone that 
makes the government’s paper desira- 
ble!’ And The Boston Post, which is 
Cleveland before being democratic, ad- 
mits that the people “would rather see 
some one else than his (Cleveland's) 
partner performing the service of draw- 
ing up the contract by which the syndi- 
cated bankers get bonds at a less figure 
to sell at a great profit.” 

All of this scandal could have been 
avoided had Prestdent Cleveland kept 
within the limits of his office, and left 
congress free to legislate as in its judg- 
ment was deemed best for the interest 
of the country. By a shameless use 
of public patronage the executive in- 
vaded congress during its special ses- 
sion and swerved men from the direct 
piedges upon which they had been elect- 
ed. Instead of waiting for measures to 
reach him for corsideration in due 
course of legislation, the president bold- 
ly took part in the preliminary stages, 
and demoralized the congressmen so 
that it was impossible to secure any 
legislation at all, So persistent has been 
the interference of the president with 
the origination of legislation that all 
sight was lost of congress, and the spec- 
tacle was presented of full blown one- 
man power! 

The story of the Rothschild bond deal 
is a sad one, which will be used by 
President Cleveland's republican = ad- 
mirers to the embarrassment of the 
democracy in the cempaign just ahend 
of us.

A VERY INTERESTING INTERVIEW 


President Plant Recalled His First Visit 
W hen Stage Coaches Were Being Run 
With Atlanta the Central Point. 


President H, B, Plant, of the great sys- 
tem of railway and steamship lines that 
bears his name, was in Atlanta yesterday 
morning, 

Accompanyirg Mr. Plant were Messrs, 
M. F, Plant, son of the president, and man- 
ager of the eastern steamship lines of the 
system, and (Resident Agent Chipman, 
with headquarters at Halifax, Nova Scotia, 
and Dr. Caldwell, in charge of the hospital 
of the Plant system at Sanford, Fla, 

They arrived on the Central train and 
left in the forenvon for Memphis, where 
Mr. Plant goes on a business trip, Their 
private car wes attached to the outgoing 
morning train on the Western and Atlantic 
railroad, and Mr. Plant expects to arrive 
in Memphis this morning in time for a 
business engagement which he has there, 

Iiis visit to the south seems to bear with 
it much significance, He has been down 
in Florida, where his railway interests 
chiefly lie, and if reports be true, has suc- 
ceeded in making many arrangements and 
connections looking to the perfect organiza- 
tion of the system of railroads that has 
cone more for that region of the syuth 
than any other power, 

When it is considered that Mr, Plant is 
president of two of the greatest corpora- 
tions in the upbuilding of the commerce of 
this republic—the Plant system of railways 
and steamships, and the Southern Express 
Company—it is easy to see that his presence 
in the south locking after business matters 
must of necessity bear significance just at 
this time when there are such great changes 
going on in the railway situation of this 
section, 

When the Southern railway swooped 
down and tied the old Richmond and Dan- 
ville and the old East Tennessee, Virginia 
and Georgia into one vast 


to hear the prediction, or warning— 
‘Keep your eyes on the Plant system and 
the Louisville and Nashville.” 
Of course the idea sought to be con- 
veyed in such suggestions was that when 


as great a system of roads was formed as | 


that the Southern claims it was a reason- 
able presumption that the other two lead- 
ing systems in the south would have to 
put their heads together and think about 
traffic arrangements and such things, even 
if they did not actually consider combina- 
tions for themselves. 

Just at this time when the railroad situ- 
ation in the south is as unsettled; when 
the Southern has pooled nearly 5,000 miles 
of railroads into one consolidated system; 
when the other roads havé to study the 
chessboard for proper moves; when the 
Atlanta and Florida, the Georgia Southern 
and Florida, the Marietta and North Geor- 
gia and many other minor lines are lying 
around at the doors of the courthouses 
waiting for bidders or reorganizers and 
tempting the stronger lines to gulp them 
up and make more direct lines with which 
to compete with the Southern—at such a 
time nothing could be more interesting 
than to ‘know the real meaning of Mr, 
Plant’s visit to the south. 

But along this line he has buf little to 
say. 

A Talk with the Millionaire. 

“Such a long time it has been since I was 
in Atlanta,” said Mr, Plant when called 
upon in his private car by a Constitution 
representative, 

“Tl declare I would scarcely have known 
the town. Somehow Atlanta seems to be 
building up more rapidly every year in 
spite of hard times, in spite of the depres- 
sion that has swept over the whole coun- 
try. in spite of all adversities, 

“The first time I ever came to Atlanta 
was in 1853. Then the little town was cer- 
tainly in its infancy, The Georgia rallroad 
had just been completed tnto the town 
and stage coaches were still running, with 
Atlanta as their center. 

“What a differcnce do I find here this 
beautiful and bright morning, with locomo- 
tives steaming on every side, splendid 
trains crowding into the depot fror every 
southern city and houses towering up to 
heights undreamed of in the days of 1893, 
when I first came.’’ 

As to His Plans. 

When asked about his visit to the south— 
its probable meaning to railroad manipula- 
tions and the like, Mr, Plant denied that 
he was making any very great changes in 
the system of roads of which he is presi- 
dent, 

“Oh, no, there is nothing to say right now 
about any changes that may be made in 
the management of the Plant system,” he 
replied, “It is hardly worth while men- 
tioning the minor little details of arrange- 
ment by which one or two very small little 
links may be made here and there within 
the near future down in Florida—that’s 
more a matter of detail than of general in- 
terest to the public, since what we may 
or may not do is not of sufficient impor- 
tance to make any great changes in the 
present organization of the tines that form 
the system.”’ 

He was asked if he was not on his way 
to hold a conference with the Louisville 
and Nashville officials with respect to some 
sort of deal that would bring the two sys- 
tems closer together, with A'tlanta the cen- 
tral point. 

“No, such is not the case. Of course, we 
want to have as good connections with all 
the roads as we can. We would like to 
enter Atlanta by our own line, but that 
would be impracticable at present, since 
we have a line by Montgomery to the west 
and have connections through the Central 
and the Georgia Southern and Florida and 
the Nashville, Chatttanooga and St, Louis 
for the west through Atlanta.” 

He was asked if the Southern would not 
put a stop to these connections when the 
Central was finally brought in under the 
plan of reorganization and control. 

“Tf should think not,’’ replied Mr, Plant, 
“You see railroads may grow great, but 
I don’t think they ever grow SO great as to 
refuse business, That, after all, is what 
the roais make connections for, I wish 
the roads of the south could get together 
in the matter of direct and swift connec- 
tions even more than they do. Give and 
take business—that is the keynote of rail- 
roading after all, No, I think the South- 


i ern railway. will never refuse the Georgia 


| Southern and Florida or our lines any 
advantageous connections, for it would 
take away too much business. Of course, 
the Southern railway will endeayor to work 
to its own interests in everything—all rail- 
roads do, but after all do not the interests 
of ail roads depend to a very great extent 
upon their relations with other roads?’ 
As to the G. 8. and F. 

Mr, Plant was asked what he intended to 
do in case the Georgia Southern and Flor- 
ida was put up for sale and was open to 
all bidders. 

“Well, there is such an unsettled condi- 
tion hovering over the affairs of the Geor- 
gia Southern and Florida among the bond- 
holders just at present no one can tell what 
will be outcome. I belleve there have 
been a series of dates named with the cor- 
responding upset prices for the sale of the 
road, The last dates the bridle 
is to be taken off, as I understand it, ig 
case ‘the road has not been sold on any of 
the preceding dates and then the property 
‘is to go to the highest bidder without any 
upset price stipulation, 

“In that event, you 
Plant system do? Well, I cannot say what 
will be done, You see it would not be well 
to attempt to say what shall be done in a 
matter about which hangs so many condi- 
tions, Until the time comes rebody knows 
what will be the wise thing to do. I can- 
not say what I will do, for really and can- 
cdidly I don’t know.”

The appointment was made by Judge 
Richard Clark on the application of one- 
third of the creditors, and Mr. Charles E. 
Thompson was made temporary receiver, 
and a restraining order was granted. 

The appointment of a temporary receiver 
for v. H. & J. C. Gavan created no 
inconsiderable amount of surprise. The 
firm is one that has always been regarded 
as among the strongest in that line of 
business in the city. 

It is very likely, in fact, that the firm 
will be able to relieve itself of the receiv- 
ership in a few days. The embarrass- 
ment is simply temporary, and the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Charles E. Thompson was in 
the nature of a consent order. One of 
the principal petitioners is the Atlanta 
Exchange and Banking Company, with 
which Mr. Thompson is connected. 

The application for an injunction and the 
appointment of a receiver was placed be- 
fore Judge Clark yesterday shortly after 
12 o’clock, and upon reading it he made 
the appointment-as stated. The attorneys 
in the case are Messrs. Robert Zahner and 
L. P. Skeen. The papers were not filed in 
the clerk’s office yesterday. They remain- 
ed in the possession of Attorney Zahner, 
who positively refused to discuss the re- 
ceivership, and gave it as his opinion that 
the firm would artange everything satis- 
factorily in a few days. Mr. Zahner en- 
deavored to file the suit and take it out 
without giving a receipt, as he did not 
desire it to be used by The Fulton County 
Daily Report, or any other newspaper, 
but failing in this, he refused to file it. 
The amount involved is said to be very 
small. 

Tempornry Receiver Appointed. 

Mr T. D. Meador was yesterday morn-. 
ing appointed temporary receiver of the 
Fulton Building and Loan Association, on 
a petition filed by F. M. Simpson and J. R, 
Seawright, through their attorneys, Col- 
ville & Noyes, Mayson & Hill and Judge 
James A. Anderson. 

A temporary restraining order was also 
granted and the time set for a hearing was 
March 9th, before Judge Lumpkin, on ac- 
count of whose absence Judge Richard 
Clark took jurisdiction. The petition al. 
leges that collections were begun by the 
company in May, 1887, and that since that 
time the company has issued three series 
of stock. Simpson took six shares of stock 
and paid his dues promptly. He claims 
that he has some shares in the first series 
and that after they had run seven years 
he was informed that they would not ma- 
ture for seven years as yet. He served no- 
tice of his intention to withdraw, but says 
that no attention was paid to it. 

Gross mismanagement of the company’s 
affairs is alleged. It is alleged that during 
the term of J. J, Doonan as secretary of 
the company many of the stockholders 
were allowed to withdraw on a basis of 
profit twice the amount realized. The 
complaint also charges that J. J. Falvey, 
who was at one time president of the asso- 
ciation, was allowed to substitute one piece 
of property for another as security for a 
loan, the property substituted being of 
a much less value than the first property 
pledged. It is also alleged that when Fal- 
vey became insolvent the association lost 
about $25,000 through him, 

The allegation is made that the second 
series of stock is void. It is claimed that 
no one should be allowed to own more 
than forty shares of stock and that the 
Lowry Banking Company had seventy-five. 
The further charge is made that Doonan, 
the secretary, fell short in his cash to the 
ameunt of $10,000 and that this was settled 
by taking real estate from him. It is fur- 
ther claimed that the association owns 
about thirteen acres of land, which is a 
constant source of expense, 

The petition closes with a prayer for the 
appointment of a receiver and the issuance 
of an injunction to prevent the officers 
of the association from interfering with 
the receiver. 

The association was organized by Messrs. 
J. J. Falvey, John B. Goodwni Asa G. 
Candler, D. W. Thayer, A. H. Lindley, 
J. T. Henderson and W. W. Haskell.

Policemen Fire a Volley of Shots into 
the Infariated Beast. 


A THRILLING SCENE ON THE STREET 


A Winchester Had to Be Sent for to Bnd 
the Animal’s Li e—The Farmer 
Loses His Animal. 


Farmer Lively’s Georgia steer that went’ 
mad and terrorized the people on Houston 


street, between Courtland and Ivy streets, . 


on Thursday afternoon, did even worse 
yesterday morning and the police depart- 
ment was finally called on to take charge 
of him. 

After the animal was fastened up in the 
stable lot on Houston street Thursday af- 
ternoon he hoisted the milk-white flag and 
decided to once more become a peaceable 
and law-abiding steer and cease to create 
consternation wherever he went. 

Yesterday morning Farmer Lively went 
into the lot and had a conference with the 
steer and rubbed his little cold nose. The 
steer looked at him affectionately. He fol- 
lowed his master into the street as quietly 
as ever a steer walked, but when he was 


a block away on Courtland street he de- | 


clared war on everything ii sight. He 
reared and pitched, cnarged and counter 
charged, until he had collected an immense 
crowd. Farmer Liveiy sent for police pro- 


. tectlon and Sergeant Mike White and three 


of his mounted men went to his assistance. 

They tried to manage the mad animal 
but could not,do it. Then they said they 
would shoot him. Farmer Lively said good- 
by to his steer and walked away. One of 
the officers shot him in the head. The 
steer winked and lowered his head. Then 
he charged the crowd and another officer 
shot at him. This did net do the work 
and a council of war was held. While this 
was going on the steer stood still and 
looked deflance at the vfficers and the 
crowd that had collected. The officers then 
shot him the third time aad the blood was 
brought from a little Lwle in his side, 
but he charged at the crowd again. 

The officers continued to shoot until two 
of them had exhausted their pistols. The 
steer would only jump and kick and make 
another charge with each shot. He defied 
the leaden bullets and firully started on a 
quick run towards Decatur street, but the 
ropes tied to him stopped him, 

At this point in the proceedings Mr. W. 
C, Daniel, a citizen residing on Courtland 
avenue, appeared with a 38-caliber Marlin 
rifle, 

It required a good deal of sighting and 
shifting of position for the citizen to get 
a shot at the steer, the crowd surrounding 
him in such a manner as to mnake shooting 
dangerous, but he finally drew a bead on 
the steer and blazed away. The 
shot took effect, but the animal 
did. not dron and a second one was 
tried. This tims it took a different direc- 
tion ani struck square Between the eyes 
of the deflant steer. He jumped this time 
about six feet in the air aad dropped dead. 


The shooting attracted atimmense crowd 
of people that waited until the end of the 
battle. Farmer Lively was sad, not because 
of the loss of his steer, but because of his 
tragic death. He had him carted away. 


THE MILITARY APPROPRIATION. 


It Was Approved by Mayor King Yes- 
terday and 2 Committee Named. 


Mayor King yesterday approved the reso- 
lution adopted by the counciy at its last 
meeting, authorizing the appointment of a 
committee of three to apportion the appro- 
priation recently made by the council 
aunong the different military companies.

BALDWIN'S CONSENT 


? 


One of the Obstacles in the Way of the 
Alabama Street Bridge Removed. 


THE COMMITTEE VIEWS THE SITE 


And Carries the Vics President of the 
Southern Over the Grounds—He 
Gives His Consent. 

One by one the obstacles to the erection 
of the Alabama street bridge are being re- 
moved, and at no distant day the proposi- 

tion will take definite shape. 

The city council recently appropriated 
$15,000 to be used in meeting the prelimina- 
ry expenses of the building of the bridge, 
and the plans and specifications for the 
work huve been drawn by City Engineer 


Clayton, 
Yesterday the consent of the Southern 
Railway Company to run over @ strip of 
the property, and under their tracks at the 
point where the Rhodes culvert is located, 
was obtained, and there now remains but 
one railroad company interested that has 
not finally given consent to the city to 
build over, or under thelr tracks—the Cen- 
tral—and that company has expressed a 
willingness to do so, subject to an inspec- 
tion of the grounds by the receiver of that 
road, which will be made in a few days. 

The consent of the Southern was obtain- 
ed yesterday afternoon as a result of an 
inspection of the entire locality by a par- 
ty of city officials, and Mr. W. H. Baldwin, 
third vice president of the Southern, 

The city desired the consent of the South- 
ern Railway ‘Company to” enlarge the 
Rhodes street culvert and use a strip of 
ground owned by the road at that point 
for the grade of the street extension, and 
when the matter was explained to Mr, 
Baldwin, he readily agreed to allow the city 
the privileges desired, with the understand- 
ing that the road would be put to no ex- 
pense, and later in the afternoon signed a 
written consent to that effect, in the form 
of a note to the city engineer. 

3esides Mr. Baldwin, there were in the 
party making the inspection,,City Attorney 
Anderson, City Engineer Clayton, Superin- 
tendent Beauprie, of the Southern; Messrs, 
Bell and Welch of the second, of the bridge 
committee of the city council, and Colonel 
W,. A. Hemphill. 

Tne party started from The Constitution 
office and went over all the ground lying in 
the vicinity of the proposed bridge, inspect- 
ing the surroundings, and discussing the 
plans of the bridge and gradings, City Kn- 
gineer Clayton carried an armfull ef plans, 
specifications and designs, and he and City 
Attorney Anderson explained the details of 
the work to Mr. Baldwin and the party. Mr. 
Baldwin exhibited much interest in the 
matter and frequently made an examina- 
tion of the plans, commenting on tne 
smallest details of the work. He said that 
it was a. great project and would require 
much engineering skill to be successfully 
carried out, but he did not doubt that the 
work could be done as mapped out in the 
plans, 

The party’ passed an hour looking over 
the tracks and grounds: and discussing the 
matter in connection with the Alabama 
street bridge, touching on the great benefits 
it would give the westerns section of the 
city, 

When the object of the inspection had 
been obtaired Mr. Baldwin expressed a de- 
sire to see thé tracks and grounds which 
would be effected should the proposition to 
open up Wunter street across the railreads 
be acted on, The party went over the 1]oca- 
tion and the city officials explained to Mr. 
baldwin the plans that had been drawn for 
a bridge over the tracks from the present 
end of Hunter street, near the Central de- 
pote 

Mr. Bell, chairman of the bridge commit- 
tee, said, after the inspection that his 
committee expected to get the matter well 
under way in a short time now, 

“Mr. Baldwin has agreed to the desires 
of the city to use the property of his com- 
pany,’ said Mr. Bell, *‘and there is now 
only one more consent to secure—that of 
the Ceniral Railroad Company. We have 
been advised that Receiver Comer, of the 
latter road, will be in Atlanta in a few 
days for the purp6se of examining the 
matter so far as it affected his road, and 
he has virtually agreed to let the city go 
ahead and build the bridge as _ desired. 
When the written consent of Mr. Comer 1s 
secured the bridge committee will then have 
the final plans for the bridge made ard will 
advertise for bids for the work, The bids 
will be opened thirty days alter the ad- 
vertisement provision of the ordinance au- 
thorizing the erection of the bridge has 
been complied with, and we are hopetul 
that the work will be started soon after- 
wards.” 

To Open a New Street. 

Mayor King yesterday approved the reso- 
lution adopted by the council] at its last 
meeting, authorizing the appointment of a 
committee of three, to receive donations 
of property from the Rhodes street end of 
the Alabama street bridge to the.acity lim- 
its, to be used for the purpose of opening 
Alabama street through the western sec- 
tion of the city to the city limits, 

The resolution was introduced by Alder- 
man Howell and the committee named by 
Mayor King was Howell Colvin and 
Campbell. 

The committee will go to work on the 
matter at once and it is thought that they 
will experience no difficulty in securing the 
right of way desired, the property Owners 
in that section being exceedingly anxious 
to assist the city in any manner that will 
,hasten the erection of tne oriage, 

The Broad Street Bridge. 

The bridge committee of the city council 
has advertised for bids for the erection of 
the Broad street bridge and at the expira- 
tion of the thirty uays’ limit from the day 
of the insertion of the advertisement, the

Under the terms of the resolution author- 
izing the advertising the bids cannot be 
opened before the 18th of March and work 
on the bridge. will probably not begin ear- 
lier than April Ist. 

The council has appropriated $19,000 to 
build the bridge, which is considered a suf- 
ficient amount.

Financial Gossip. 
From The New York Stockholder. 

The general feeling is that the enormous 
over-subscription (both here and abroad) to 
the government bond issue, is an argument 
in favor of higher prices for stock. it is 
just the reverse of that, however. The rea- 
son that peopie rushed over each other yes- 
terday to get those government bonds is, 
that they were olfered a bargain. 

They would rush today with just as much 
energy and money to buy Northwest, bur- 
lington, St. Faut, the Coaiers and other 
stocks, if those stecks were a bargain. ‘ihe 
fact that Wall street is deserted by the 
general pubdiic, and that its meager trans- 
actions are confined to a few pwofessionalis 
who can do nothing eise and have no piace 
elsc to Zo daily but to the vicinity or the 
stock exchange, felis the whole story. The 
goods on the one time bargain counter of 
the exchange are a carried-over, badly-dam- 
aged—especially by water—lot of remnants 
and taitends troin waning or 
establisnifnents. 

There is pienty of money in this and other 
countries—though not now widely distrib- 
uted among tie peoples—and guvernment 
bonds at liz44, yietding 34, per cent interest, 
have no first Giaimi upon the funds of spec- 
ulators and investors throughout the worid, 
except as they furnish to intelligent judg- 
ments the certainty of annuai yieid and ul- 
timate redemption at par. 

It is this “‘certainty’’ that caused the rush 
of subScribers to the government loan on 
Wednesday. it is the lack of this certain- 
ty that will cause almost a dead calm to 
pervade the neighborhood of Wall street af- 
ter ehe exchange opens Thursday. What 
was formerly called “the crowd” will be 


conspicuous by its absence at the trading , 


places of the Grangers, the Coalers and the 
Trunk Liners, 

The doletul silence of the tickers will be 
interrupted by occasional registrations of 
contracts between traders, in which the 
rest of the world takes either a perfunctory 
or no interest, Northwest at 91, paying 5 
per cent, arouses no general interest; at- 
tracts no capital. Neither does St. Paul at 
554g, though it pays 4 per cent on par, nor 
dces 4 per cent Burlington at 71 nor 7 per 
cent Jersey Central at 84. But for 3% per 
cent government bonds at 112%, there is a 
rush! Yes; a rush of money and of confi- 
dence! A real “bargain counter” is adver- 
tised and the moneyed people sweep down 
upon it as a mob and clear it of its goous 
“in four minutes’’ as the newspapers had it. 
What Wall street needs are bargains, and 
frank, honest salesmen. Then people will 
flock to it. They are tired of fake sales and 
fraudulent shops and shopkeepers. 

During the past week or two the weather 
throughout the country, severe almost. be- 
yond precedent, has aggravated the rail- 
Way situation and intensified the depres- 
sion in railway earnings. It is no exagger- 
ation to say that in the southern states the 
weather has been worse than for many 
years, and together with adverse legitimate 
conditions, greatly curtailed revenues. 

The Southern railway reported yesterday 
its earnings for the second week in Febru- 
ary and the decrease was unusually heavy 
— 71,000. The Missouri Pacific reflected the 
southwest and came in with a loss of $29,- 
000, notwithstanding that the returns a year 
azo were poor. In point of fact, compared 
with previous years, last week’s earnings 
show enormous losses, being $177,000 less 
than in the corresponding period of 1893, 
an $164,000 less than in the like period of 
892. 

Other decreases reported yesterday were 
Louisville, New Albany and Chicago $193, 
and Central branch $2,000. The St. Louis 
Southwestern had an increase of $6,000. ‘The 
Baltimore and Olo’s statement for January 
showed an increase of $120,500 in gross 
earnings, an increase in operating ex- 


‘ penses of $48,000 and an increase in net earn- 


ings of $72,500. 

The Chicago car movement continued 
small. Of 144 cars of corn brought in by 
eleven roads, Illinois lines handled 110, Ai- 
ton 23, Illinois Central 53, Wabash 18 and 
Chicago and Wastern TJ[linois 16. The 
Grangers brought in 15, divided between the 
3urlineton 13 and the Rock Island, 2. 
Neither the Northwest nor St. Paul brought 
in a2 car. 

The wheat movement was practically 
nothing, eleven roads bringing in only three 
cars: Burlington 1, Rock Island 1, and the 
Atchison 1. With better weather railroaa-. 
ing should soon improve and with that will 
come undoubtedly an increase in“the move- 
ment of grain. Even the weather has not 
prevented liberal receipts of hogs at Chica- 
go the present week. 

Yesterday’s speculative details wére in- 
teresting. Total dullness. There was no 
reflection as yet of the government bond 
deal. That deal will undoubtedly induence 
exchange temporarily, after which legiti- 
mate conditions and influences will reassert 
themsefves. Among these are the redund- 
ant currency, the low prices for exportable 
products, the steady selling of securities by 
Europe. 

Moreover, the season when tourists be- 
gin to look towards Europe and the spring 
travel hence sets in, will soon be here, and, 
as in everv previous year, will be a sus- 
taining factor in the exchange market. As 
regards foreign,sales of securities the most 
recent seiling incentive has been the drop 
in Erie securities. due to the certainty that 
the reorganization will entail great  sacri- 
fices on the part of the security holders.

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TALK OF A CITY HALL 


, 
Public Baildings and Grounds Committee 


Considers Propositions. 


NO AGREEMENT WAS REACHED 


The Steele and Ansley andthe Grant Offers 
W ill Be Considered in Oetail Later 
bAthe Committee. 


The committee on public buildings and 
grounds of the city council held a meeting 
yesterday morning to consider the various 
propositions that have recently been made 
to build a city hall for the city. 

The meeting was attended by several citi- 
zens interested in the propositions, all of 
them explaining to the committee the plan 
on which they hoped to give the city a new 
town hall. 

The committee took no definite action on 
any of the propositions, deciding to post- 
pone the matter until the citizens propos- 
ing to come to the city’s aid could have an 
opportunity to.amend their propositions by 
furnishing the details of what they would 
do. 

The Steele-Ansley Proposition. 

The proposition of Messrs. A. B. Steele 
and F. J. Ansley, which was made several 
weeks ago, was taken up first. Mr. Steele 
has been absent from the city since his 
proposition was made and the committee 
postponed action on it until his return, 

Messrs. Steel and Ansley proposed to erect 
such a building as might be indicated by 
the city council, on lots owned by them 
on Pryor street, near the Chamber of Com- 
merce, the present location of the city of- 
fices. The conditions of the proposition are 
that the gentlemen making it are to be 
allowed the privilege of using the building 
for a hotel during the exposition, after 
which they agree to remodel the building, 
making it suitable for a city hall building, 
the city to agree to rent it for a period of 
five years from the expiration of the pres- 
ent lease on the Chamber of Commerce. 
The original proposition made by Messrs. 
Steele and Ansley Was amended yester- 
day in ftTie particular that the city would 
be allowed the privilege to purchase the 
building at any time during the five-year 
lease. 

The Grant Proposition. 

Mr. John W. Grant appeared before the 
committee and made a formal proposition 
to erect a building on the corner of Hunter 
and Loyd streets to cost not less than $40,- 
000, the city to take a ten-year lease on it 
at a rental of $5,000 per annum. The propo- 
sition stipulated that if the building should 
cost over $40,000 by reason of the city di- 
recting its erection in a certain manner, 
the city should agree to pay 5 per cent in- 
terest on the additional amount invested. 
The city would agree to pay the taxes on 
the building under the contract. 

The committee listened to the proposi- 
tions of the different gentlemen aspiring to 
the honor of erecting a city hall for the 
city of Atlanta, and when they had finished, 
the committee told the gentlemen to amend 
their propositions by sending them in again 
in detail, stipulating the plans and draw- 
ings of the buildings proposed to be erected. 

The gentlemen making the propositions 
will be heard again at a meeting of the 
committee next week, probably during the 
latter. part of the week. 

The Old Capitol Lot. 

The proposition recently made by the 
Venable Bros. to sell the old capitol lot to 
the city and county to be used for the erec- 


tion of a joint city hall and county building, | 


has been practically withdrawn by the 
Messrs. Venable. 

It will be remembered that the county de- 
clined to go into the deal some time ago, 
and for that reason the owners of the lot 
decided to discontinue the negotiations, not 
deeming it advisable to offer the lot to the 
city alone. 

That fact was made known yesterday 
when Mr. Welch, chairman of the public 
buildings and grolunds committee of the 
city council, telephoned Venable Bros. that 
his committee was in session considering 
propositions for the building of a new city

Identifying a Debt. 


“Article 1, seclion 7, paragraph 1, 
State consliiution, Code, 56519], is as 
lows: ‘No county shali incur any debt, 
cept for temporary caenciencies of revenue, 
not to exceeu one-fifth of ] per cent of 
assessed vaiue axnadie property there n, 
Without the asscnt of two-thirds of the 
qualified voters thereof at an eiection 
that purpose, io be held as may be pre- 
scribed by law,’ There can be little dispu 

but tnat, under this provision of the 
stitution, the Mssioners can make 
without a vote, no devi tor the county, ex- 
cept for a temporary ican or loans to suppiy 
Casual deliciencies. 

“That this trausaction is the incurring of 
a2 debt | cannot deubt. Mr, Blackstone, in 
his commentaries, has defined a debt to be 
‘a sum of money due by certain and ex- 
press agreement.’ Mr. Anderson, is 
law dictionary, gives same definition, 
and Justice Simmons, ‘Wis Loney, 
92 Ga., p, 805, uses the following language: 
‘In our opinion a sum of money due by 
certain and express agreement is a debt. 
Within the meaning of this provision of the 
constitution, and tne fact that it is payable 
in annual installments does not render it 
any lees a debt.’ 


“Weighed oy these definitions these notes, 
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FV Gebts—they are evidences nt ‘a sum of 
money due by certain and eSpress agree- 
ment.’ ” ‘ 

Some of Mr. Rosser’s References. 
Ga. Code, section 2774, is referred to for a 
definition of a promissory note. Hudson, et 
al., vs, the mayor, etc., of Marietta, is cit- 
ed as a case analagous to this one. Spann 
vs. the board of county commissioners of 
Webster county, 6) Ga., 489, is cited. The 
mayor of Rome vs, McWilliams et al,, 67 
Ga., 106, is cited. The case of Cabaniss vs 
Hill. ordinary, 74 Ga., p- 845, is cited as a 
similar case. 

The decision goes on: “In view of the 
above I cannot doubt but that the commis- 
sioners had no authority to make this pur- 
chase.’”’

road, forty-six men being there to repre- 
gent the organizations interested. The com- 
mittee failing to reach un agreement with 
the company, in accorfance with the laws 
and regulations of the different organiza- 
tions, then called on the chief executives 
to come to Washington and take the mat- 
ter up with the company. The officials of 
the four organizations mostly interested, 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, 
the Order of Railway Conductors, the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen and the 
Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen, arrived 
in Washington yesterday morning, and 
upon their arrival and assuming charge of 
the matter, we had no further connection 
with it, more than any indrvidual employe 
has. 

“Assistant Grand Chief Engineer A. B, 
Youngson, of the Brotherhood of Engineers, 
Grand Chief Conductor, E, R, Clark, of 
the Order of Railway Conductors; Grand 
Master Fireman Frank P. Sargeant, of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen, and 
Cc. B. Brown, representing the Brotherhood 
of Railroad urainmen, are the men who ar- 
rived in Washington and relieved the gen- 
eral committee, R. W. Moore, chairman of 
the general committee. uf Neapolis, Va., re- 
mained in Washington with the chief ex- 
ecutives.”’

THE BODY INVITED TO ATLANTA 


Three Distinct Invitations Were Read. 
Mrs. Sarah Grant Jackson’s Paper 
Well Received. . 


Yesterday was Atlanta day in the con- 
gress of the Daughters of the American 
Revolution at Washington. The Atlanta 
chapter was ably represented on* the floor 
and the paper read by Mrs, Sarah Grant 
Jackson was given a splendid ovation. 

The paper created a great amount of en- 
thusiasm and the voice from the south was 
welcomed in the great hall. ‘The paper 
Was very interesting, giving the history of 
the organization of the Atlanta chapter and 
some valuable points concerning the pur- 
poses of the colonial committée of the ex- 
position of which Mrs. William Lawson 
Peel is chairman. This committee will con- 
tribute what will be the most interesting 
feature of the woman’s department, deal- 
ing, as it does, with the romantic era of 
American history—the colonial period. As 
set forth in the paper read by Mrs. Jack- 
son the collection of colonial articles wil 
be the most interesting ever gathered, 

3ut this was not all. Three separate in- 
Vitations were extended to the Daughters 
of the American Revolution, in congress as- 
sembled, to visit Atlanta in October next 
to assist in celebrating the surrender of 
Cornwallis. The invitation from the board 
of women managers was delivered by Mrs. 
Loulie M. Gordon, The invitation from the 
Atlanta chapter, Daughters of the Amefri- 
can Revolution, was delivered by Mrs, Wii- 
liam Dickson, The invitation from the 
colonial committee was delivered by Mrs. 
W. Db. Grant. In addition Mrs. Sarah 
Grant Jackson read the following address: 

‘“‘Madam President of the Daughters of 
the American Revolution—Sisters: We 
bring greetings from the far southland, 
Where the sun shines and the flowers bioom 
and the birds sing and hearts beat warm 
and true and the first chapter of that 
grand association known as the Daughters 
of the American Revolution, was organiz- 
ed—the Atlanta chapter. 

“If you will recall all that is embraced in 
article 2, of your constitution you will at 
excuse us for this trespass on your 
Valuable time. 

“We desire to call your attention to the 
woman’s department of the Cotton States 
and International exposition, to open on the 
lbth of September, next, at Alfanta, Ga. 

“One of the most imposing buildings on 
the grounds will be the woman’s building, 
a very ornate structure, which will be per- 
manent, and will remain a monument to 
the pluck of southern women. 

‘Perhaps the most attractive feature of 
this building will be the colonial exhibit, 
Which will be arranged in the g>vecial fire 
prcoft apartment built for that purpose, and 
known as colonial hall. The entrance will 
be guarded night and day by our own pri- 
Vale custeédian in continental uniform. 
Every possible assurance of safety will be 
guaranteed, A catalogue, giving a short 
history of every article loaned, with name 
of owner, will be on sale, a copy of which 
will be sent as a souvenir to every? exhib- 
itor, Transportation will be free, and all 
articles delivered inside the woman’s build- 
ing, where they will be receipted for by ‘the 
agent of the exposition company, Every 
package will be opened only in the presence 
of the chairman of the colonial committee, 
who will see personally that they are trans- 
ferred to their original cases at the close 
of the exposition, when they will at once be 
returned to their owners, free of charge. 

“It was at first intended to have these 
exhibits arranged in thirteen sections, but 
circumstances alter cases, There is prom- 
ise of a rich creole collection from New 
Orleans, the valuable and historic Hermi- 
tage relics from Tennessee, and a fine co!l- 
lection from Kentucky, that state of blood 
and beauty. So that a special collection 
from any state will be arranged to the best 
possible advantage, surmounted @y its own 
coat-of-arms, A aay will also be set apart 
for each state making an exhibit, when 
the local colonial committee of one hundred 
prominent ladies will arrange sultable cere- 
monies for the occasion. These celebra- 
tions will be attended with many social 
features, bringing into closer bonds of un- 
ion the women of different parts of our 
great country. 

“This colonial revival, so to speak, was 
the inspiration of several of the charter 
members of the Daughters of the Ameri- 
can Revoiution. Underlying their desire to 
create a beautiful feature for the woman's 
building was a strong patriotic purpose. 

“We believe this purpose will find an an- 
swering echo all over the country, because 
we are all women, and because all women 
are patriotic. 

“We believe that the Daughters of the 
American Revolution, north, south, east and 
west most especially, and all other patriotic 
societies, will unite to maks this a grand 
historical representation of the colonial era.

Next Monday at noon bids for the grad- 
ing of the terraces will be opened at the 
exposition oflice by Mr. Wilkins, Bids have 
een advertised for some time and it is 
estimated that the contract will involve 
the excavation of 36,009 cubie yards of earth, 
more or less, The terraces will be the site 
for the amusement street and it is located 
directly south of the Wilsénm avenue en- 
trance on the high hill. The place will be 
so graded as to make it an fdeal location 
for such amusements, The grading will 
commence. just soon as the bids are 
opened and the contract awarded. 

The States Being Heard From. 

The states going ahead with their 
preparations making exnibits. Good 
news comes in every day from one state 
or another. Yesterday good news was re- 
ceived from two states, 

Mr. J. C. Hemphill, the well known news- 
paper man of Charleston, wrote askine 
for 10,000 square feet of space for South 
Carolina. There will be a magnificent dis- 
play from the Palmetto State, but it will 
not be through state aid. It will be the 
result of individual effort. and a strong 
movement is being pushed in Charleston 
and other cities to make the exhibit one 
of the finest in the collection of state dis- 
plays. Merchants and business men of 
Charleston have organized the movement in 
such @ manner as to give every assurance 
of Mr. Hemphill sends encour- 
aging news of what is being done and what 
has been done, 

Mr. J. E. Ingraham, the state com- 
missioner of Florida, sends cheering news 
from the flower state. There is great en- 
thusiasm all over the state concerning the 
exposition. Besides the organized state 
movement there is a large number of in- 
dividual enterprises seeking to represent 
the state. Mr. Ingraham telegraphed to 
Presideft Collier to request the allotment 
to Mr. W. D. Chipley, who is getting up 
an exhibit to represent the western part 
of Florida, 10,000 square feet of space in 
addition to the 3,000 already granted.
